A wide verands skirts the front,
paneled pilaeters adorn the oornera and the entrance.
& double gallery services the rear, the eight inch
siding is as sound as the day it was put in. .
At one time a gallery, latticed, comnected with a dining
room and a sSeparate kitohen. This, today, bhas been
moved and the more modern kitchen and dining room lined
up with the house proper, has been put in effect. The
01d smoke house &till stands.

The interlor place has a wide central
hall, with fomr 20 X 20 rooms connected therewith. To
the rear are another group of smaller rooms8, The windows
are four panels wide snd reach from the ceiling to the
fio0r.
